county in the State, and to aak the 
assistanoe of every persoiv who has 
a relative in the aervice. 

County Historians have bees ap- 
pointed in practically every county 
ilk the Btate. .The first work which 
they are nndsrliddnff ia to get a re- 
conl of every jierson in the sei vice 
from their county, and to write this 
record on a WAR BEOORD aheet. 
These sheets will contain the lianie 
and address of the soldier, the name 
Hnd address of hia parents, his age, 
the camp where be received Arbt 
traiuiugk military address; prooio- 
tions, casualties, etc. 

It ia said that the record, of each 
man in the Civil War waa not ob- 
tained until a few years age. But, 
if the relatives of soldiers will lend

Do not stop here. (Jive a part of 
yonr time to the County ISatorian 
and assist her or him in getting in- 
formation as to the soldiers in your 
part of the eonnty. 

Soldiera now returning from the 
army are urgently requested to call 
on the County Historian, fill out a 
blank for themselyes, sad nrge other 
returning soldiers to fill blanks and 
thus aid the County Historian. 

Let ns now get the military record 
of every man in the service.
